The ‘irst available recorded 
entry was written into the log 
of the American frigate 
“Brandywine” on July 25, 1825, 
when one James F. Draper was 
signed aboard as a musician.

Memories 

He had been my schoolmate 
at school in Belle Glade High 
School in Florida. He had writ- 
ten countless stories for the 
schoól paper of which I was edi- 
tor. His eloquent stories, telling 
of the trials and tribulations of 
life, had been received with ap- 
plause by our many readers. 
Our humble paper was raised 
from the depths of obscurity to 
ihe heights of glorious nation- 
wide fame with the power of his 
silver pen. His “Typical School 
Day" had won the Pulitzer 
Prize for literature, his "My Pal 
Darry" (a bicgraphical sketch 
of the late Darry Wood, who 
was killed while attempting to 
ski down Mt, Vesuvius) won 
many prizes when it was made 
into a movie by MGM. His only 
failure during his reign as King 
of Literature at BGHS was an 
expose of my humble self. It 
was an honest effort, which fail- 
ed because of a lac kof subject 
matter. This was entirely my 
fault for having such an inter- 
esting life, 

Up The Ladder of Fame 

After graduating from high 
school, Richard's career grew 
by leaps and bounds. When he 
was 18, he wrote his first best 
seller, "Not Too Much I Hate 
Heroes Who Ruin Their Health" 
It sold six million copies. His 
next literary effort, "Collected 
Poems of Richard Chappell.” 
with an introduction by the late 
Larry Thornburg (who was kill- 
ed when he tried to lift the 
Statute of Liberty from its ped- 
estal) was an instant success, 
and just last year outsold the 
poetry of Edgar Allan Poe. 
When he was 20 he was drafted 
into the Navy. He thought at 
first he would hate it, but when 
he discovered that they would 
let him be a service entertainer 
he jumped for joy. 

He then replaced Carlos Mon- 
toya as the best guitarist in the 
world. Captain Jon Cicarelli, 
who was his first CO, recog- 
nized his great talent with the 
guitar and ordered him to work 
on his guitar music night and 
jay. He was the first guitarist 
o solo in Carnegie Hall. 

Back To England 

After his stretch in the Navy, 
Commander Chappell( they pro- 
moted him to commander when 
he wrote a new Navy song for 
the guitar and symphony orch- 
estra) ran for Congress on the 
Republican ticket. He was elect- 
ed by a landslide. He was be'ng 
seriously considered for the Re- 
publican nomination for Presi- 
dent when he resigned in 1970. 


When asked why he resigned he 
replied with a smile and a shake 
of his freckled face: "Not too 
tired I got o ftrying to work 
with a Democrat president!" 
(This was the period when Caro- 
line succeeded Robert Kennedy 
to the throne as President, 
which Tohg F. Kennedy gave up

It won 13 Pulitzer prizes and 
when made into a movie star- 
ring Tony Curtis, it won 38 aca- 
damy awards.

Two Year Program 
In Dental Hygiene 
At PB Jr. College 


Dr. Harold C. Manor, Presi- 
dent of Palm Beach Junior Col- 
lege, and Mr. Howell L. Wat- 
kins, Superintendent of the 
Palm Beach County Schools, 
have been informed by the W. 
K. Kellogg Foundation that the 
Foundation has approved a 
graht to assist the College in 
developing a curriculum in Den- 
tal Hygiene Education. 

The grant will total $73,622 
for a two and one half year 
period; Foundation funds will 
be used for instructional salar- 
jes, special equipment, instruc- 
tional esupplies ahd other ex- 
penses.
